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The V Naval Zone 


1. The Yugoslav V Naval Zone is reported to have its headquarters at Pulj and 
to be under the direction of artillery Major Marco Atlagic. The Political 
Comnisesr of the V Naval Zone is purported to be Major Banicevic, who has 
the responsibility of compiling the agenda for the daily political 4{ndoctri- 
nation courses fiven by other officers for their military subordinates. 


General Military Regulations 


z, The required term of service for conscriptsin artillery units is reported to 
be two years, However, the compulsory term of service may be reduced to one 
year for individuals who hola a degree from an educational A{nstitution, while 
those desiring to attain the rank of junior sergeant can complet? a third 
year of military service. These conditions of military service are the same 
for members of infantry and tank units. The required term of service for 
enlisted men in the navy, air force and ENOS frontier troops is three years. 


3. Enlisted men in the arny reportedly receive a monthly pay of 100 dinars for 
the first year®; 110 dinars for the second year; and 200 dinare for the third 
year, Discipline is rigorous and liberty is limited to Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons, being granted in turn to only one-half of the men in the unit 
concerned, - 


4, <A school for both officer and noncommissioned-officer candidates of the artil- 
lery ig reported to exist at Monte Musil (Pulj). This school, which allegedly 
has its headquarters ir the locale formerly occupied by the school for draftee 
officer candidates of the Italian artillery, is under the command of Captain 
Dovrivoi Alexic, The duration of the course for noncommissioned officers 1é 
from 1 November of one year to 1 September of the following year, while the 
eourse for officers begins on 1 November of one year and ends on 20 October 
of the following year. “uring the period from 1950 to 1951, there were 230 
noncommiseioned-officer candidates and 87 officer candidates enrolled, In ad- 
dition, four representatives of the Yugoslav Government attended the courses. 
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S Upon successful completion of the couse, each noncommiasioned-officer candidate 
4e granted a 26-day furlough, after which he is assigned to a regiment with the 
rank of junior sergeant (commander of a squad of twelve men), and receives a 
monthly pay of 200 dinars. He is prosoted to the rank of sergeant only if he 
Dinds himself to an additional three years of service. On the other hand, fol~ 
lowing the successful termination of iis course, the officer candidate is pro= 
moted to the rank of second lieutenan' and is sent on leave. Every year he is 
recalled for a two-month refresher course, during which period he receives the 
seme pay as he would receive in his civilian employment. 


ptie Zadar Ares: 


6, At the present time, 2000 men of the Yugoslav infantry, artillery, navy and 
air force are reportedly billeted in some unspecified Italian barracks in 
Zadar, The commander of the presidiur is purported tg be an artillery colonel 
whose headquarters is in the former (adorna berracks. 


%, Thirty former German aad British airplanes are allegedly at the Zadar (Zenonica) 
airfield, which is under the command of an unidentified mijor. A gasoline stor 
age depot is situnted in the northwest corner of the airfield, which has reportedly 
been repaired. All the old hangars are allegedly in good cenditio, 


8 The port of Zodar is reportedly in poor condition owing to the fact that it bas 
undergone no repairs since World War I:. Only the former Diaz, Oadorna and 
Vittorio Vento barracks have been repiired since the termination of the war. 
Tyelve cruisers of American type, each equipped with four 20-millimeter machine 
gung were reportedly observed in the port of Zadar. Three of these cruisers were 
equipped with an 60-millimeter cannon, 


9, en kiloneters inland from the port of Zadar are located approximately thirt? 
Italian-constructed fortifications which apparently suffered no damage during the 
wer, One of these fortifications is known to have a heavy machine gun and three 
infantry soldiers, | F ; 

10. ifteen light tanke were observed in the barracks located near the municipal 
hospital at Zadar, <A large gasoline depot was under construction at the tip 
of the cape, three kilometers from Zader in the Arbanasi region. The construc- 
tion was being done by 150 soldiers. This depot is completely underground and 
has approximately twonty meters of its surface in reinforced concrete, About 
one-half of ite gasoline supply is piped into the depot from tankers anchored 
approximately fifty maters out to sea, by moans of a pipe line and large pumps. 
The sea depth permits ships to dock at this point. Construction hee reportedly 
been in progress for upproximately two years and the depot ia presently necring 
completion, ‘The depot has an entrance froa the side facing Zadar, Access to 
this aren is guarded by armed sentinels. 


11, At espproximately ten kilometers north of Zadar, on the coast, are reportedly lo- 
cated two batteries, one an antiaircraft tattery and the other equipped with 
cannon, 


12, At Puntamica, in the Piccolo Val di Maestro region, there is an underground 
naphtha depot which was allegedly constructed by the Italians. This was re- 
portedly used for two or three years following the close of the war, but is 
inoperative at present. Wear this depot is an o11 refinery which is guarded 
by sentinels, where large unspecified quantities of naplitha and . gasoline are 
stored in numerous 200-liter drums. Rvery day, small ships refer to this depot 
for naphtha refueling.

13. Five batteries are purportedly located at the following points in the vicinity 
of Puljs 
@o : Two Italian 190-m4llimeter cannon and 


three Italian 20-millimeter machine guns are allegedly situated «t this 
point. Thirty-three enlisted men are reportedly stationed here under 
the command of Livutenant Dobrivoi Panic, The political commissar is 
Licutéwnnd Vivisaor Belcestr 2) (RHO OR dDeksRePS mddDASERLYOLEbIeved 11g two 
frame barracks, one of which is sixteen by eight meters in aise, and the 
other fourteen by eight meters. 
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Rach of the state. guns is surrounded by a platform nine meters in 
dlaneter and 75 :entimeters in height.

An undergror4 munitions depot is reported:y situated at a spot located 
appre<imately 300 meters from the guns. This depot, which has cenent 
weide, is approximately 40x46 meteors in sise. The munitions storage 
depot, which 4s purported to be fully stocked, has two separate iren- 
constructed entrance doors, one facing east and the other facing south, 
A three-nster-wide road ‘leads from the munitions depot to the guns. 
Transport of the munitions to and from the depot is accomplished by 
carta or tracks. 


iwery yeat, generally in tre month of July, the efficiency of the cannon 
is tested by firing six shote from each cannon at a floating target. Of~ 
ficer candidates and noncomnissioned~officer candidates from the 

navy achool at Pulj take >i% in these exercises. 


The gong are situated 300 msters apart, approximately 200 meters above 
wea level, The stated barracks are situated 200 meters from the first 
gun and 600 meters from the secord one. The mchine guns are located at 
Tegular intervale between the cannon, ten meters above the cannon, at 
210 meters above sea level. 


The cannon are camouflaged by a metallic net. The datteries are equipped 
with two reflectors, one 150 centimeters in diameter located midway bo- 
tween the cannon and the shore, and the other 60 centineters in diameter, 
situated near the munitions depot, “he latter is used chiefly for inestruct~ 
ing the soldiers, 


Access to the sone is prohibited to civilians for a radius of 900 meters, 
Soldiers attached to the battery, arned with 7.62-millimeter caliber Soviet 
rifles manvofactured in 1945, patrol tho area. 


Monte Musil: ‘Two batteries, the first whose commanding officer 1s Lieu- 
tenant Radovic and political commissar is Second Lieutenant Zeanetic, 

and the second under the comuand of Second Lientenan? Dobrivoi Gligorieric, 
are reportedly located here, The first battery, which allegedly serves 

for the training of officer candidates, consists of four S8-millimeter 
pleces situated at a distance of 35 meters from each other. ‘The batteries 
have cement platforms which are eight meters in diameter, There are two 
munitions depote for each battery, located to the right and left of the 
battery, approximately three meters away from it, These underground depots — 
have cenent walls, and twenty cases of five shells each are reportedly 
stored in each of then. The guns are not camouflaged, but are protected by 
an agh~colered ollcloth, The first battery, which is reportedly serviced 
by 33 men, has its guns pointed towards the Italian const. <A range-finder 
is located approximately six neters behind the center piece, . 


The second battery consists of five 76-millimeter

munitions depots and ammunition equal to those of the first battery, and 
is also reportedly serviced by 33 nen, 


Approximately 250 meters north of the building in whioh the commisebned 
officers and ‘w:zcommissioned officers gahset ie located, there ie a 
large supply depot which services both of the vatteries situated at 
Monte Musil, This depot, which contains 30 rooms fully stocked with mu- 
nitions, is 100 meters square and has cement walls which are three notars
